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DISCUSS COMMUNITY RECREATION 


Woman’s Committee of Andover Guild Guests at Lawn Party. 
Mr. Mahoney Tells of Community Recreation in Cambridge. 
Recommends Twelve-Month Program for Andover. 


“Community recreation is important as 
community health or the paving of streets 
and is intimately involved in community 
life,’ said Stephen Mahoney, head of the 
Recreation Department of the City of 
Cambridge, speaking in the interests of a 
more comprehensive program for the work 
of the Andover Guild, at a garden party held 
at the home of Mrs. Jerome W. Cross on 
School street, Wednesday afternoon. 

A properly supervised play ground for 
Andover next summer linked up with an all- 
the-year round recreation program and made 
so successful that it will eventually be run by 
the community but supported by the public 
funds of community, was the goal set before 
the members of the Corporation of the 
Andover Guild, about sixty of whom were 
present at the meeting. 


Cambridge, Newton, Brookline, Worcest- 
er, Fall River, New Bedford, and Springfield 
already have such programs and Mr. Ma- 
honey told of the great benefit to the moral 
tone of the community which the recreation 
program had been, binding all classes to- 
gether in the common interest of basketball, 
folk dancing, music, winter sports, amateur 
dramatics, and the presentation of pageants. 
In Cambridge, juvenile delinquency has 
decreased twenty percent in the last four 
years since the institution of the year-round 
recreation program. No item in the budget 
is given so freely as that for municipal 
recreation especially as the appropriation is 
smaller for corrective purposes. 


Mr. Mahoney considers that seventy-five 
percent of the success of playground work 
depends on the supervisor wid must be a 
far seeing person and a dynamo of energy. 
He warned his hearers to beware of anything 
which had the appearance of social uplift and 
to avoid sectarianism or recognition of social 
or religious classes. The ideal is to have 
people from each stratum of society partici- 
pate in the recreational activities. 


Although the speaker deplored the fact 
that Andover had no supervised play ground 
and expressed unfeigned surprise at the 
fact, he was impressed by the representative 
gathering of women before him and ex- 
pressed confidence in their ability to set 
forces in motion which would ensure An- 
dover a year-round recreation program 
which would cement community interests 
and make for town loyalty and initiative. 

President C. Carleton Kimball, of the 
Board of Directors, previous to intro- 
ducing the speaker of the afternoon, gave 
a short history of the Andover Guild, Found- 
ed more than thirty years ago when industrial 
conditions were very much depressed, its 
first purpose was to relieve distress. It was 
also a pioneer in various fields, sponsoring 
Andover’s first kindergarten, manual train- 
ing, physical training, and domestic science, 
all activities which~have’since been taken 
over by the public schools. Since the need 
for the Guild to conduct these activities has 
ceased, the directors have concentrated on a 
recreational program including physical 
culture, dancing and basketball.

NEW BUSINESS BLOCK 


Work in Progress for Building to Provide 
for Three New Stores on Main Street. 
To be Completed September Ist 


Work on the new business block, to be 
built on the west side of Main street by H. 
E. Miller, just south of the building he is 
now occupying, is now well under way and 
it is expected that it will be ready for occu- 
pancy about September 1 


The architect is William H. Peare of 6 
Beacon street, Boston, and the contractor, 
the E. W. Pitman Co., of Lawrence. The 
building which wilf be of brick will be one 
story high with construction adequate for 
the addition of a second story at some future 
time. 

The 34-foot frontage will be divided among 
three stores, two with a 12-foot frontage and 
two windows each, and one with an 8-foot 
frontage and only one window. This smaller 
store in the center of the building is only 
40 feet deep and occupies the space which 
may eventually be used as a main entrance 
and stairway to the proposed second story. 
The larger stores are 70 feet deep. 

Roger’s brook, over which the building 
is to be erected, is already confined in ce- 
ment walls reinforced with steel braces, 
and excavation for the cellar is under way. 
The Henry E. Miller shoe store will occu- 
py one of the larger stores and the smaller 
store is already let. 

Holt Association of America to Make 
Pilgrimage to Andover 


Members of the Holt Association of 
America start today from New York on a 
pilgrimage in the interests of the history of 
the Holt family. After visiting New Haven 
and Wallingford, where the original William 
Holt lived and died, they will make a short

No definite program has yet been arranged 
by the local members of the association but 
it will include a luncheon and a visit to the 
house on Prospect hill, now the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Ward, which was the 
home of Nicholas Holt, one of the early 
settlers of the town and many of whose blood 
are still residents of this section. Nicholas 
Holt came from England to Boston in 1635, 
and after a short stay in Newbury, came to 
Andover in 1644. His brother, William, 
crossed to America in 1683.

Hours of Seven and Nine. 


Return Made to Memorial 


Hall After Twelve Months in Temporary Quarters. 


CAMP ANDOVER * OPENS 


Group of Younger Girls Numbers Fifty- 
Seven. Attractive Program Arranged 
for Their Amusement 


Camp Andover at Pomp’s pond opened its 
8th season on Tuesday with a group of fifty- 
seven girls from Greater Boston, some of 
whom are to spend two weeks and others 
four, enjoying the delights of country life 
under competent supervision. As last year, 
this camp will be devoted entirely to girls, 
the older groups coming in August. Bric. 
tically all of the younger ones are new to the 
camp but are entering heartily into the life. 

A few improvements in the equipment are 
made each year. All of the five bungalows, 
as well as the mess hall, have been stained a 
woodsy brown and porches have been added 
over each door. A new tennis court has been 
laid out and a new flag pole was erected on 
Thursday. 


The counsel of twenty-one, making one 
counselor to each seven or eight girls is the 
largest ever present at Camp Andover. 
Several of them are new, but others are re- 
turning for the second or third year. K. 
Brooks Anderson of the University of 
Virginia is the camp manager and Mrs. 
Mary Shotts of Boston is the camp director. 
Other counselors are Elizabeth Thoms of 
Dorchester, office manager; Henry Bridges 
of Dorchester, lifeguard; Dorothy Whitney 
of Concord, teacher of handicraft; Alice 
Hastings of South Hadley, nature teacher; 
Mildred Berquist of Worcester, nurse; M 
McCarthy of Boston, cook; Jean Serica. 
of Milton and Lillian Hatch of Melrose, 
assistants to Miss McCarthy; Marion Brown 
of Waterville, Maine, in charge of campfire 
stunts; Eugenia Parker of Winchester, in 
charge of the archery workshop, advanced 
campercraft and boating; Dorothy Oliver, 
Roxbury; Ruth Ferguson, Ware, ant 
director of athletics; Katherine Haight, 
Dorchester; Isabel Scott, Dorchester; Louise 
Gates, Wellesley Hills, singing, choir; Olive 
Moore, Arlington; Do McLean, Rox- 
bury; Vera Blaisdell, Ipswich, athletic 
irector; Florence Gray, and Priscilla 
Delano of Dorchester, official buglers;

The daily program begins at 6.55 with 
setting-up exercises followed by flag raising 
and breakfast at 7.30. The morning de- 
votional service known as the “ word 
service” is held at nine o’clock with inspec- 
tion at 10.00. The next hour is devoted 
class work including nature, first aid, camp- 
ercraft, handicraft, wa life sav- 
ing, personal hygiene, ent 
and the qualities of eadeeiheic: At 11,00 
there is swimming, with dinner at noon and 
its attendant squad duties. From 2.00 to 
3.00 is a rest hour after which activities are 
resumed; a short swim and organized ath- 
letics. Then there is flag lowering, supper, 
boating, the campfire service and “taps” at 
nine. 

Special features will be arranged such as 

overnight hikes, circus day, and afternoon 
picnics. 
_ Visitors days will be held on alternate 
Saturdays, July 16, July 30, August 13 and 
August 27 when parents and friends will be 
welcomed at the camp. 


The people of Andover who are invited 
this evening between the hours of seven and 
nine to inspect the new Memorial Hall 
Library and see how their $90,000 has been 
spent, will have many pleasant surprises as 
they pursue their tour of inspection. The 
library staff is most enthusiastic over the 
beauty of the building and the comforts and 
conveniences which are prepared for the 
patrons of the library and doubtless this will 

Shared by those who attend the opening 
this evening. 

The sloping roof, the pillared cupola, the 
Colonial doorway, small-paned windows, 
and neat barberry hedges are already fam- 
iliar to the passerby but these changes will 
hardly stg np the visitor for the trans- 
formed interior. The enlai windows and 
removal of many of the bookstacks from the 
main reading room give one a sense of light 
and space and the dark woodwork, floor of 
brown cork tiles, the cream colored walls, 
the window hangings of monks’ cloth, the 
new oak tables and chairs all combine to 
make a beautiful and dignified room. The 
electric fixtures with their shades stenciled 
in brown also add to the appearance of the 
room when lighted. On the walls are well- 
chosen pictures, conspicuous among which 
are the portrait of John Smith, whose gen- 
erous contributions ensured the building of 
the original library, placed in a panel over 
the fireplace; an interesting and valuable 
crayon portrait of Abraham Lincoln; and 
the marine view by Winslow Homer loaned 
by Raymond Bartlet. Over the conveniently 
arranged librarian’s desk at the right is a 
handsome new clock with a green marble 
face and bronze figures. At the back of the 
room, between the book stacks containing 
volumes on travel, literature, science and the 
useful arts, are additional tables and chairs 
for those who wish to read in a retired spot. 

An exhibition case has been acquired in 
which valuable papers and books may be 
shown. At present it contains the notice for 
the first meeting, held to establish a library, 
the original manuscript of the address by 
Phillips Brooks given at the dedication in 
1873, the dedication program, and many 
other interesting papers.

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Babson Says Get Out of Debt 

Babson Park, Massachusetts, July 3, 1927. 
As we have passed the half way mark for the 

ear 1927 Mr. Babson was asked to give us 

is views on the business outlook. His 
official statement follows: 

“T have a habit of asking everyone I 
meet, in business, in dining cars and smoking 
compartments, and in the hotels, ‘How's 
Business?’ Never before have I found such 
a difference of opinion, Some would reply 
‘fine’ others, ‘poor’ and others ‘just so so’. 
The consensus of opinion seems to be that 
the volume of business is very good; but that 
profits are gradually dwindling. It is really 
surprising to see the very small margin of 
profit under which many large concerns are 
today operating. 

“From a statistical point of view, business 
continues to show up very well, when con- 
sidering a comparison of the last reporting 
month of this year with the same month a 
year ago. Most of these figures show up sat- 
isfactorily and indicate a better business sit- 
uation, but it will be noticed that some very 
important indicators are unsatisfactory. For 
instance, failures show an increase of 100 per 
cent; idle freight cars show an increase of 
32 per cent, employment shows a decrease of 
5 per cent, while all of the commodity in- 
dices show decreases. The unfilled tonnage 
of the United States Steel Corporation, a 
very important indicator, also shows a 
decrease. 

“When all of these business indicators are 
properly weighed and combined in the 
Babsonchart of Business Conditions, we 
have a summary of 7 per cent above normal. 
Thus, the volume of business is still good; 
but profits are rapidly declining, due to 
falling commodity prices and increased 
expenses. This naturally increases business 
failures, which in turn causes unemploy- 
ment. Therefore, although the volume of 
business is good, statistics indicate that 
business may now be headed in the wrong 
direction. We must not be like the ostrich 
and stick our heads in the sand. 


Business Cycles Still Work 

“A very pernicious and dangerous doc- 
trine is being preached today; namely, that 
business cycles are a thing of the past. It is 
true the Federal Reserve Board has greatly 
lessened dangers of panics and depressions 
from the National Banks and Trust Com- 
panies which operate under the Federal 
Reserve System. The Federal Reserve 
System, however, has not changed human 
nature, nor has it reduced borrowing which 
has really been the cause, in the past, of the 
banks getting into trouble. There is more 
borrowing of all kinds today than ever 
before, both legitimate and illegitimate, 
Instead of the banks under the Federal 
Reserve System extending this credit, it is 
being extended by private finance corpora- 
tions which have no government or state 
supervision. The country’s financial situa 
tion is similar to its liquor situation, ‘The- 
oretically both bad banking and liquor have 
been eliminated, but practically, a large 
amount of bad banking is being transacted 
and a large amount of liquor is being con- 
sumed,

The gaily decorated locomotives which 
bear the colors made famous by the uniforms 
of the Continental Army will carry the names 
“Paul Revere” and ‘William Dawes, Jr.” 
In hauling the Minute Man, these colorful 
engines will retrace in part the ride of Paul 
Revere and, to a lesser extent, that of his 
fellow rider by night, William Dawes, Jr. 
The appropriate engine names appear as 
enlarged reproductions of the signatures of 
Revere and Dawes, painted in black on buff- 
colored panels below the cab windows. 

The “Paul Revere” and the “William 
Dawes, Jr.,”’ are said by Boston & Maine 
officials to represent the latest effort to im- 
prove the appearance of railroad equipment 
along the lines of color appeal developed by 
automobile designers. Like the observation- 
lounge cars Concord and Lexington, which 
have been in service on the Minute Man for 
six months, the color schemes were worked 
out under the direction of Captain H. 
Ledyard Towle of New York, chairman of 
the DuPont color advisory service. In the 
earlier days of railroading it was customary 
to put some color on engines, and some colors 
has been reintroduced recently by one or two 
other railroads, but the combination of 


this country or abroad. The Boston & 
Maine’s Billerica shop crews, by whom the 
new duco “make-up” was applied, were so 
much impressed with the result that they are 
asking when the next group of engines will be 
given them to paint in the same way. 

The color scheme of buff and blue extends 


back from the head light. This section is in 
black, but the new colors are applied to 
yractically all the rest of the locomotive. 
The black of the running gear is relieved by 
the polished steel finish of cylinder heads ane 
valve chambers, wheel rims, side rods and 
main rods, cross heads and valve motion 
parts, 

Beyond the smoke box and smoke stack, 
the color begins. The great barrel of the 
locomotive’s boiler jacket, surmounted by 
the familiar steam dome and sand dome, 
steam turrets and the locomotive bell, are all 
painted in the bright Colonial blue, which 
extends along the engine above the red line 
which marks the running board level. This 
band of blue is continued across the engine 
cab and the top of the big tender, making a 
continuous belt of stream line effect. Below 
the red line on the engine cab, which cor- 
responds with the running board level, the 
buff name-panel begins the introduction of 
this color. The buff band is continued on 
the tender in a somewhat deeper band, on 
which the name “Line of the Minute Man” 
appears. Above and below is the line of red 
which marks the break from buff to blue, 
and from buff to the black of the running 
gear. The locomotive cab is finished in a 
dark green which blends with the general 
color scheme. 

Inside, however, these Pacific locomotives 
are the same husky engines that have been 
breaking records in speed, power and operat- 
ing economy in the Boston & Maine’s pas- 
senger service. Equipped with up-to-the- 
minute devices, including a superheater 
which increases the temperature of the 
steam; a feed water heater to increase the 
temperature of water entering the boiler, an 
automatic fire door opener which opens with 
pressure of the fireman’s foot, apparatus for 
blowing soot through the boiler flues while 
the train is running, and even a compressed 
air valve which rings the bell by pressure of 
the finger, these engines have been popular 
with their crews. 

The application of color and of names to 
locomotives by the Boston & Maine recalls 
the early days when engines were known by 
names instead of numbers, and carried red 
wheels, gilt letters and other little flourishes. 
The Boston & Maine was the last railroad of 
any size in New England, and one of the last 
in the entire country, to abolish names, and 
it was not until the Boston & Maine owned 
488 locomotives and the matter of finding 
new names developed a problem that the 
practice was dropped. 

The “Paul Revere” has been known pre- 
viously as Pacific 3088, and the numbers are 
retained in the small plate at the forehead of 
the locomotive, and on either side of the big 
head light. The “William Dawes, Jr.” has 
been known as 3682.

Who Pays the Tax? 


Some time ago the Andover Townsman 
published a communication from the writer 
in regard to the assessed valuation by our 
local assessors and the valuation set by the 
State. In this article it showed the tre- 
mendous increase from 1923 at $12,561,935 
to $27,720,309 in 1926, an increase of $15,- 
158,075 while our town’s assessed valuation 
increased from approximately $12,000,000 
to $17,539,773, an increase of $5,539,773 as 
against the State valuation of $15,158,075. 
The total assessed valuation for 1925’ was 
$17,528,663 and the estimated cost of new 
buildings for 1925, as near as the writer can 
find out, was $600,000 and this was placed 
low, and our valuation for 1926 increased to 
$17,539,773 or a net increase of $11,110. 
This is why I stated in my last article that 
we were going back and needed waking up. 
The finance committee from what they could 
gather that year, based their tax rate for 
1926 on a valuation of $18,000,000 which 
surely looked reasonable. 

Mr. Frost took exceptions to this article 
stating that the writer wanted the Town to 
accept the State valuation of $27,000,000. 
The writer never did ask, or did he ever 
intimate, that the town should accept any 
such valuation. He then went on and 
quoted some figures of his own that I am 
very much at logs to know how he obtained, 
What I did say was, $20,000,000, and men- 
tioned the fact of the salaries of the Board of 
Assessors. I never knew of any position 
that was half paid but what was half done. 
And I still maintain that we need a perman- 
ent paid board who will put their entire time 
on the work. The valuation of property 
today, and in fact for the last ten years, has 
increased tremendously. 

It was my pleasure to visit the town of 
Milton some three weeks ago and enjoy a 
very interesting talk I had with their Board 
of Assessors. They began their readjust- 
ment in 1920 (they were then a little larger 
then Andover). “And in one year they 
brought their valuation up about $2,000,000. 
They gave the property-owners hearings as 
to the reasons of the increase. Of course 
they objected, and went so far as to batter 
down the doors of the Assessors’ department. 
They closed the hearings and let the in- 
crease valuation stand. In 1923 the assessed 
valuation of the local assessors of Milton was 
$23,671,935 and the State valuation was 
$23,972,902. In three years later, in 1926, 
the assessed valuation of the local assessors 
was $29,988,445 and the State valuation was 
$29,460,067, showing that the town valua- 
tion by the local assessors was $528,378 more 
then the State valuation. And why? Be- 
cause when the State assessors, or the men 
in the taxation department, made their 
Tecommendation, they agreed it was pretty 
near where it belonged. Milton has in- 
creased about four thousand in the last three 
years and is growing fast. 

In my last article I refered to 75 per cent 
of the real estate in Andover being at least 
20 per cent undervalued. And I am still of 
the same opinion. Why should the houses 
at 93-95 North Main which my own direct 
family have paid taxes on for seventy-three 
years, with a fast depreciating value, con- 
taining twenty-two rooms with an annual 
income of $624 be assessed for $3300 while 
the houses at 85-87-89-91 containing ten 
Tooms each with a yearly income of about 
$1560, and assessed for $1800 each plus the 
land of $1000 which is putting it fairly high. 
The five houses at Highland road containing 
thirty rooms and garage are assessed for 
$11,400 with a annual income of approx- 
imately $2700. And this is so in at least 
25 per cent of central property in Andover. 
All income property should be separated 
from other real estate and the valuation de- 
termined by the income. They should be 
made, or the assessors should know, the 
income of all property of this kind. I am 
going to allow that the valuation at 93 and 
95 North Main is a fair value under present 
conditions and the same applies to all pro 
erty in that section, except what has already 
been stated, and one other at 120 and 122 
North Main. If this is a fair valuation then 
the others are at least 20 per cent to 40 per 
cent too low. And this is where the great 
inequality comes. This is from the valua- 
tion of 1920 and all may have had a slight 
increase since. This was the time we should 
have begun to readjust our whole valuation 
and bring it up to where it belongs. And I 
think my estimate of $20,000,000 would not 
be very far away. Why should about 25 
per cent pay on nearly a 100 per cent valua- 
tion while the other 75 percent pay on 40 per 
cent, 50 per cent, 60 per cent? 

Mr. Frost further states raising or lower- 
ing the valuation has nothing to do with his 
pro rata tax. With a fair and equal 
valuation according to the income of his 
property he would be paying on at least four 
thousand dollars more and that might look a 
little different to him. I only mention his 
particular case as he was the one to question 
the figures. There are plenty of others. 
A short while ago one of our citizens built a 
house on Chestnut street at a cost of $12,000 

‘he assessed valuation on that house is 
$10,000. Show me any house in Andover 
that is assessed anywhere in proportion! 
Now if this is a fair and full cash value, and I 
understand that is the rule laid down to the 
Board of Assessors, now is the time to bring 
them all up where they belong. I think this 
will furnish a very fair assessment to work 
on, The writer doesn’t believe because Mr. 
Jones or Mr, Smith want $30,000 or $40,000 
for his house that it should be assessed any 
where near there but should be used in levy- 
ing a fair valuation on it. I am not trying to 
Start any trouble or any arguments but I 
feel it is about time for us to make a start and 
get our valuation set where we will receive 
the fu!l benefit refunded from the State. 


The writer will have to allow that he was 
entirely wrong in the matter of State tax as 
paid by the Town, In a letter in this same 
issue from the D t of Corporation 
and Taxation, it explains fully just the 
Status of the town pe Andover. However, 
this does not affect the County tax which has 
doubled on the State valuation. I also spent 
one day with Mr. Holmes of the State De- 
partment of Corporation and Taxation and 
had a very pleasant interview in regard to 
taxation and in regard to the situation in 
Andover which tempted me wholly to write 
this article. They go over the whole matter, 
and in making their recommendation do 
their own figuring in setting the valuation of 
all towns. If they find them low, they do 
not hesitate to make them what they think 
is just and reasonable, This applied to 
Andover when our big increase came. 

I was very much interested in a meeting a 
short while ago, called by the Lawrence City 
Council, and inviting all the heads of the 
different industries to appear and give their 
versions on taxation. After various speakers 
had addressed the Chairman, Mr. Greene of 
the Pacific Mills spoke and said, “‘The taxes 
are not our trouble. There are too many 
other conditions entering into our business, 
The taxes are the least of our burden, Surely 
we would not like to see them any higher, 
and this is the opinion of everybody.” Not 


very long ago one of our tax experts speaking 
at Marblehead, a man who has made a 
study of this question all over the county, 
said that the taxes of any corporation were 


a negligible quantity. In regard to non- 


production property, it is entirely in the 


dare say there isn’t a man in Andover whose 
papery isn’t entirely with the Tyer 
Rubber Company for having that large 
factory idle, and the big sacrifice they will 
probably make to sell it. 

Mr. Frost is always telling us about our 
great Town debt. I think Mr. Rhodes in his 
article a short while ago answered that 
pretty clearly when he refered to the great 
assets of the town, Mr, Frost reminds me a 
lot of the late Thomas B. Reed of Maine 
when Speaker of the National House of 
Representives at our first billion dollar 
congress that we were fast riding to bank- 
ruptcy. Today we are the richest country 
in the world and the same thing will be true 
of the Town of Andover in the next fifteen or 
twenty years when a good many of us have 
eet to the great beyond. Mr. Frost is a 

iné man and a citizen, I have the 
greatest respect for him. I fear he is more 
or less of a detriment to a prosperous and 
growing community. I have been to every 
Town meeting he has attended since he first 
came to Andover with one exception, and I 
have yet to hear him voting or advocating 
one single progressive movement. He has 
vigorously opposed most any Ss oa aba 
for the betterment of the town. In closing I 
want to make it porey clear that in the

Dear Mr. Crowley: 

The last State apportionment was 
authorized by the Acts of 925, Chapter 212, 
at page 217 of the Blue Book. This appor- 
tionment gives Andover $3.35 to be paid in 
every $1000 of State tax, and therefore by 
Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1926, at page 451, 
you will find that Andover’s State tax of 
1926 amounted to $40,200, a sum arrived at 
by multiplying each $1000 in a $12,000,000 
State tax to be $3.35. 

On the other hand, the distribution of the 
income tax is provided in the General Laws, 
Chapter 58, section 18 searing also to 
General Laws, Part I of Chapter 70, where a 
certain proportion of the income tax is laid 
aside for distribution to cities and towns for 
school purposes. Under these Acts the in- 
come tax receipts of 1926 have been distri- 
buted to the Town of Andover as follows: 


For reimbursement $4,288.54 
For school purposes 10,747.30 
From the remaining income 
revenues 47,905 .00 
Total $62,940.84 


As you will see by Chapter 58, section 18, 
of the General Laws, we have almost reached 
the place when the cinome tax is to be dis- 
tributed entirely upon the basis of the State 
tax apportionment. 1928, I believe, is the 
year when that state of affairs becomes 
permanent, and for all intents and purposes 
the distribution of the 1926 tax was prac- 
tically upon that basis. So you will see that 
this distribution in favor of Andover of 
$62,940.84 is much larger than your State 
tax assessed upon the same basis, thus prov- 
ing the statement which I made to you the 
other day that it was important that each 
town should have its true valuation placed 
upon its books.

Natural and Manufactured Gas 
Associations to Merge 


Up to the present time there have been 
two large gas associations — one known as 
the American Gas Association, comprising 
nearly 1,000 companies engaged in the manu- 
facture of gas distribution in cities and towns; 
and another composed of about half as many 
companies engaged in the production and 
sale of natural gas. These two organizations 
have now voted to amalgamate into one 
large association. 

Natural gas, originally discovered in Penn- 
sylvania, is now the chief fuel of many mil- 
lions in the Mid-West and Southewstern 
states, the annual production being approxi- 
mately three times as great as the manu- 
factured gas industry, which last year pro- 
duced nearly 460 billion cubic feet of gas. 
The annual consumption of natural gas is 
now about 1,250,000,000,000 cubic feet. It 
is estimated that the combined industry 
will represent an investment in excess of six 
billion dollars, 

According to the figures prepared by the 
Natural Gas Association, the total output 
in 1925 was 1,188,571,000,000 cubic feet. 
The value of gas sold was $265,271,000 and 
23% of the total production was sold to 
3,536,000 domestic customers, The remain- 
der of this vast output — nearly a trillion 
cubic feet — was used in industry, and 88% 
of this amount was treated for the recovery 
of gasoline, 

Natural gas, on the average, contains 
nearly twice as many heat units as manu- 
factured gas, and because of the low cost of 

roduction, has for years been used extensive- 

'y for househeating as well as in industry. 
In those sections where natural gas supplies 
have of late years been diminishing, the com- 
ies engaged in its collection and distri- 
ution have been obliged to enter the manu- 
factured gas business, so that the Proposed 
tion will bring together not only 
many conspanica which are engaged in either 
the natural or artiffical gas business, but also 
those which deal in both kinds, 

The Natural Gas Association has already 
had its annual meeting, on May 9th ,and the 
annual meeting of the American Gas Assoc- 
iation will be held in Chicago during the 
week of October 10th, 


627 KWH For Every Person in The 
United States 


According to figures recently prepared by 
the United Geological Survey, the per capita 
consumption of electricity’ in the United 
States has increased nearly 70% during the 


past eight years, In 1919 the per capita use | 


of electricity was 371 KWH per year, and 
in 1926 this had increased to 627 KWH. 
In 1926 the United States generated more 
electrical energy than all the rest of the 
world Put together, the total being in excess 
of 73 billion KWH, 

The present average cost of electricity in 
the United States is 11.1% below that of 
1913,

PHILLIPS BANCROFT 


A Friendly, Faithful Man 

On April 21, 1878, the one hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of Phillips 
Academy, a son was born to Dr. and Mrs, 
Cecil F. P. Bancroft, who was, by the express 
wish of the students, given the name of 
Phillips. For almost fifty years he has 
honored that name by his unswerving de- 
votion to the highest ideals.

Several years of use having demonstrated 
the economy of this type of generating 
machinery, the company has recently con- 
tracted for a 20, KVA set of this type 
with which, it is expected, they will be able 
to generate a kilowatt hour of electricity 
for 76-100th of a pound of coal—a very 
substantial saving over the most efficient 
steam plant in operation up to this time. 
Mr. W. L. R. Emmet, the designer of this 
machinery, has stated that under the best 
conditions of plant design, loading and plant 
efficiency, it may be possible to generate a 
kilowatt hour of electricity through this 
type of machinery with 55-100th of a pound 
of coal, or less than 30% of the present 
average amount of coal used in all generating 
Stations in the United States.

Grange Tackling Questions of Vital 
Moment to All Rural Communities 


Uppermost in discussion in hundreds of 
Granges at the present time, covering prac- 
tically all rural sections of the country, are 
two allied subjects of tremendous moment 
to the country people, and the Grange is 
rendering practical service by featuring them 
in its meetings. These are the lack of rural 
physicians and how to meet it, and first aid 
in emergencies, such as accidents, drowning, 
sudden sickness attacks, etc. In the first 
instance the Grange is creatin sentiment in 
some communities in behalf of the appropri- 
ation of public funds to assist in the main- 
tenance of a local physician, but on a broader 
scale is endeavoring to awaken sentiment 
favorable to the general practitioner in 
medicine, as opposed’ to the present sweeping 
tendency towards medical specialization, 

The high cost of a medical education is 
known to be deterrin; many country boys 
from entering that profession and the Grange 
is seeking to work out plans whereby such 
expense may be lowardd) in the hope that 
if more young men from the country equip 
themselves for the practice of medicine the 
may be more willing to return to rural fields 
than appears to be the case with most present- 
day medical graduates. In some localities 
the lack of a resident physician, the lo 
distance from the nearest town center an 
the almost impassable condition of country 
roads at times during the winter, creates a 
very serious situation and it is this fact 
which has led the Grange to take up the 
subject so energetically. 

Into hundreds of Grange meetings the past 
year have been brought as speakers physi- 
cians, nurses and other trained workers to 
describe methods of first aid treatment, give 
demonstrations and otherwise enlighten the 
tural people how to act. promplty and effec- 
tively-in such” emergencies.

Bank Vaults Flooded 
to Outwit Burglars 


Remarkable and elaborate defenses 
are included in the rebuilding of the 
Bank of England. It is possible, in case 
of invasion or other emergency, to flood 
the vaults from three points—one in 
the bank, one elsewhere in London, 
and one ten miles out of London. 

The walls are constructed of rein- 
forced concrete blocks, six feet long 
by two feet wide by two feet thick. 
The reinforcement is made from old 
ateel-wire ships’ cables, which are sep- 
arated into single strands. 

These steel wires are interlaced in- 
to panels six feet by two feet, and 
placed in the mold, one on top of the 
other, until the mold {is full of steel- 
wire matting. Liquid concrete is then 
poured in the mold, and the whole is 
shaken to work the concrete into ev- 
ery crack and corner. 

‘All these concrete blocks have 
“keys” at each end to interlock them 
when in position. There are 
semicircular grooves at the ends of the 
blocks, Two blocks together form a 
circular groove up and down which 
pass electric wires. Any attempt to 
displace a block breaks these wires 
and an alarm is immediately sounded. 


Life Study Basis of 
Old Greek Philosophy 


The old Greek philosophers spent all 
their lives {n the pursuit of knowledge 
concerning the riddle of life, discuss 
{ng all its phases to the point of re 
ductio ad absurdum. An example of 
the dilemma to which their reasoning 
led them is displayed in the following 
argument between Aristotle and Prota- 
goras, says the Market for Exchange. 
The latter claimed that all {is illusion 
and that there {s no such thing as 
truth. Aristotle refuted him with the 
following dilemma: “Your proposition 
{s true or false; if it {s false, then you 
are answered; if true, then there is 
something true, and your proposition 
fails.” 

Another famous problem of the 
Stoics ran thus: “When a man says 
‘I lie,’ does he lle or does he not? If 
he lies he speaks the truth; if he 
speaks the truth he lies.” Exhaustive 
works were written on this, Chrysip- 
pus favoring the world with six tomes 
{n an attempt to solve It. Philetus 
finally met an early death because of 
too long hours of study on various ex- 
planations,

Ride Begging Evil Has Become Alarming 


Motoring and traffic authorities are bee 
coming concerned over the growth of the 
“begging a ride” evil, and they are emphasiz- 
ing their warning that the automobile driver 
who responds to an appeal for a lift from the 
roadside or street are does a very unwise 
thing and one that he may have good reason 
to regret. 

Being generous and ever ready to fill the 
empty seats in the old bus is not the virtue 
that a great many people think it to be. 
Not infrequently it turns out that the motor- 
ists has not done his unknown passengers a 
favor, for he may involve them in a serious 
traffic accident. In that event he himself is 
decidedly out of luck, for he may be held 
responsible for any injury resulting to them. 
This may seem a bit unreasonable. If a 
driver is giving a person a free ride at the 
person’s solicitation he would naturally feel 
that he ought not to be held liable for dam- 
ages if he has a smash-up and the person is 
hurt, but such is the case and motorists are 
urged to remember it. 


Moreover, they are admonished that 
opening the door of one’s car to strangers 
may prove a folly comparable to that of 
throwing wide the doors of one’s house to 
every Tom, Dick, and Harry who may come 
along. The stranger who begs a ride may 
turn out to be a hold-up artist who will strip 
you of your money eadcthes valuables, and 
Police records disclose many instances in 
which the hospitable driver has had his car 
stolen as well. He finds himself doing the 
walking or becomes in turn one of those who 
sound the cry, “Gimme a lift, mister!” 

Affairs of this kind are less likely to be 
Staged in the city than in the country, of 
course, but they have been perpetrated on 
some of our busiest thoroughfares. Motor- 
ists have taken in ride beggars in sections 
where there is a cop on every corner only to 
have them suddenly produce weapons and 
issue orders to drive to a less congested 
neighborhood, or up an alley, where the

They signal imperiously, they 
voice their demand raucously, and the motor- 
ist who shakes his head and passes them by is 
likely to have a stream of invective and 
obscenity spewed after him. The boys have 
no hesitancy about being insulting, Be they 
know that with so many automobiles in the 
street and on the road constantly they will get 
their ride or “lift” sooner or later, no matter 
how they conduct themselves, 

In many cities there are police regulations 
that prohibit the soliciting of a free ride, but 
that is one of the first laws that modern 
youths have no hesitancy in breaking. 
Sometimes the law is evaded by the shrewd 
youngster who says never a word, but 
merely looks hopefully and expectantly at 
the passing motorists, one of whom is certain 
to stop and say, ‘‘Hop in, Kid!” 

A few years ago one of the much discussed 
social menaces was the motorist who at- 
tempted to “pick up” women and girls by 
pulling up to the curb and saying “How 
about a little ride?” or something to that 
effect. Now, it appears, an even greater 
menace is the panhandler, male or female, 
young or old, who picks up the unwary 
motorist — The Brookline Chronicle.

A Little Out of the Way But It Pays to Walk 


“Inside’’ Information 


When a baked potato is done, work it until 
the skin is loose, jab a fork into one side and 
make an opening to let out the steam. Drop 
in a lump of butter and serve at once. 


Apple butter may be made with or without 
cider and is a good means of using up wind- 
fall and imperfect apples that must be cooked 
to be saved. ‘The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture will tell you how to make it. 


Cheese straws are made much like pastry. 
Use as much grated cheese as you have flour 
in your pastry recipe, season with cayenne 

pper, and cut half the cheese into the flour 
and fat. Roll out the pastry and sprinkle the 
top with half of the remainder of the cheese 
and roll again, repeating until all the cheese 
is used. Roll out finally about a quarter of 
an inch thick and cut into narrow strips or 
any desired shape and bake. 


Biscuit dough is useful in many ways 
other than for making hot bread, It has 
no equal for making fruit shortcakes or for 
chicken shortcake. It can be used for a 
crust for a meat pie or a fruit cobbler. 
Sweetened and spiced, with raisins added, it 
is transformed into tea cakes. Pinwheel 
buns are made by sprinkling the curface of 
the rolled out dough with sugar, cinnamon, 
nuts, and raisins, and then rolling it up, to be 
cut across like jelly roll, These pinwheels 
are sprinkled with more granulated sugar and 
baked, and are wholesome for lunch or after- 
noon tea. 


Cabbage salad with shipped cream dressing 
is delicious. Whip hall a pint of double 
cream, season with 4 tablespoons of lemon 
juice, 12 drops of tabasco, 1 1-2 teaspoons 
salt, 1 1-2 teaspoons sugar, a little scraped 
onion, and 3 tablespoons ground horse- 
radish. This must te made just before 
serving time. Combine with 3. cups of 
shredded cabbage. If the dressing is allowed 
to stand, on the cabbage the juices are drawn 
from it and the dressing becomes too thin. 
Serve very cold. It is attractive served in a 
head of red or curly green cabbage.

Electricity Makes Sky-Scrapers Possible 


America’s greatest contribution to architec- 
ture, the sky-scraper, has been made possible 
by electricity. 

Large buildings in our cities could not 
and would not be built unless electrical 
power was available for lighting and opera- 
tion of elevators. In a structure like the 
Woolworth Building in New York, if it were 
not for the telephone, it would be impossible 
to install sufficient elevators to take care of 
the messengers carrying messages which are 
ordinarily sent over the telephone. 

In addition to these various uses of 
electricity in the completed building, it 
also plays an important part in the actual con- 
struction. Formerly, brick and mortar were 
taken to the different floors on the back of 
human beings, but now the picturesque hod- 
carrier has disappeared and his place has been 
taken by the electric motor. 

Recently, through the use of electricity, 
64,000,000 foot tons of material were raised 
on one large job in New York City. This 
means lifting 640,000 tons 100 feet, a task 
almost impossible to do with any degree of 
efficiency through man-power alone. 

Electric wedling is at present disputing the 
field of sky-scraper construction with the 
noisy air hammers of the riveters. Some of 
the advantages of electric welding are: 
reduction in steel sizes, because of provision 
in strength that does not have to take into 
consideration holes for rivets; reduction in 
cost; almost total elimination of noise. 


Beetles Long in Tree 

That no appreciuble changes have 
occurred in f species of wood-boring 
beetle In the last 1.200 years {fs indi- 
cated on comparison of live specimens 
with dead ones which were recently 
found hermetically sealed in a giant 
Sequoia tree, says Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. The Insects apparently 
had entered the wood after it had been 
struck by lightning. Some failed to 
emerge and were Imprisoned by the 
new growth that formed over the 
Ughtning scar. The time they entered 
the tree was computed by counting 
the annual rings that had grown out- 
side of them. Naturalists are not 
surprised that the specimens were 


the same as those found alive today, 
for beetles are regarded as a “con- 
servative lot,” and 1,200 years {s not 
a long time, geologically speaking. 
Species that were sacred to the Egyp- 
tlans have shown no signs of change 
{n thrice that time.

The Decorative Fanlight 

The modern colonial home which 
boasts a fanlight gives its owners @ 
double opportunity for producing a 
charming effect—an effect from with- 
out and one from within. I do not 
mean the fanlight over the entrance 
door, though this is beautiful, of 
course. What delights me most is the 
single fanlight, or the two half-fan- 
lights, in the hip of the roof. These 
quaint windows give the final touch 
of charm to a house of inviting lines 
and low, homelike spread, and when 
they are attractively treated from the 
interlor—where they are usually 
found {n a dormer-roofed bedroom or 
attic—they are a feature of no small 
decorative value. 

In the home of some friends of 
mine, these half-fanlights are located 
on either side of a wide red brick 
chimney, rising against the broad 
white clapboards of the dwelling. 
From the outside, the odd little win- 
dows suggest an attic full of old spin- 
ning wheels, brass-nailed chests, and 
similar antiques. From within, they 
form the chief feature of a series of 
built-in book-shelves and writing table 
that provide an ideal retreat for the 
mistress of the house. 

What an attractive nook this is, 
with its brick chimney fitted with a

Fifteen - Minute 
Pudding. — Take 
one teaspoonful of 
baking powder, a 
pinch of salt, and 
enough good milk 
or fresh butter- 
milk to make a 
drop batter. But- 
ter custard cups, drop a tablespoonful 
of batter then a tablespoonful of 
canned cherries and another spoonful 
of batter, and put to cook in a pan of 
boiling water well covered for 15 min- 
utes. Serve with sugar and cream. 


Edinburgh Pudding.—Take one-half 
pound of oatmeal, one cupful of thick 
custard flavored with vanilla, one and 
one-half pints of water, one-fourth of 
a cupful of milk, one-half teaspoonful 
of salt, and two ounces of coconut. 
Cook the oatmeal! in the water with 
the salt and milk, cool and turn into 
the custard, pour into molds and 
serve, when molded, with coconut. 
sugar and cream. 

Lemon Meringue.—Take one pint of 
milk, three ounces of sugar, one cup- 
ful of fine bread crumbs, two eggs, the 
juice and rind of alemon. Mix all in- 
gredients and cook slowly until well 
set, baking in a deep ple plate. Set 
away to cool, cover with a meringue 
and brown. Serve cold. 

Snow Jelly—Prepare any desired 
flavor of gelatin, and when it is 
thickening whip it until foamy. Chill 
and pile on top of any molded gelatin 
of other flavor, using pineapple for 
one and raspberry for the other. 
Serve with whipped cream. 

Spiced Tea Cakes.—Mix and sift 
one and one-half cupfuls of flour with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
one-eighth teaspoonful of nutmeg and 
one-fourth teaspoonful of mace. Cream 
one-fourth of a cupful of shortening, 
add one cupful of sugar, two well- 
beaten eggs, one-half cupful of milk 
added alternately with the flour. Add 
a few raisins and bake in greased 
muffin tims. Cover with maple frost- 
ing and sprinkie with chopped fil-

WHY 


Postponement of Death Is 
Possibility 

Is death a necessity for individual 
ving beings? This is the question 
that H. Munro Fox asks and answers 
in his paper called “Is Death Inevit- 
able?” in the Forum. Modern biolog: 
ical science has proved the very re 
markable fact that the cells of our 
bodies die only because they are not 
in the right environment to go on liv- 
ing. Cells have been taken out of 
the bodies of living animals, and, in 
the laboratory, have been kept alive 
under conditions better than those 
which the animal’s body had offered 
to them. For instance: Some living 
cells taken from the body of a chicken 
were kept alive in the laboratory in 
a liquid which had the same chemical 
makeup as the blood serum of the 
chick. The cells divided actively and 


increased in number, Whenever the | 


cells became too crowded some were 
removed, and from time to time the 
liquid was renewed, for it became full 
of poisonous waste products thrown 
out by the growing cells. In this ex- 


periment the cells continued to grow | 


and divide for 12 years (a consider- 
ably longer period than the maximum 
life of any fowl) without ever show- 
ing signs of diminished vigor. If we 
take from the chick some connective 
tissue (the living tissue which holds 
together all the muscles, nerves, etc.), 
and also a plece of kidney tissue and 
grow each tissue separately in a tube 
the growth continues vigorous and ub 
diminished for an indefinite time. But 
if both of these tissues are grown to 
gether in the same tube, although cell 
multiplication is at first vigorous, it 
soon falls off and finally ceases. Aft- 
er that the cells all die, Euch type 
of cell in the presence of its neighbor: 
hood is mortal. Evidently each kind 
of cell gives off waste products which 
ure poisonous for Its neighbor, la 
short, the living organism is a mortal 
whole, made up of immortal parts. 
Only its eggs or spermatozoa have 
the chance of avoiding death.

BRIGHT’S DISEASE

hay kidneys are the body filters. 
By them, all the waste from the 
body, which Is taken up by the blood, 
fs straincd out as the blood goes 
through the kidneys, dissolved in the 
excess water and carried out through 
the bladder and discharged. So long 
as the kidneys work perfectly both 
the excess water and the waste prod- 
ucts are gotten rid of. But if the fil- 
ters fall to work, this waste remains 
in the body and poisons It. 

Popularly speaking, any diseased 
condition of the kidneys {is called 
Bright's disease, because in 1827, near- 
ly 100 years ago, Richard Bright, an 
English physician, first described 
clearly what Is now called Bright's 
disease and showed that a diseased 
condition of the kidneys was really 
responsible for dropsy, which up to 
that time had been regarded as a sepa- 
rate disease and also for the presence 
of albumen in the urine. He also 
showed that, in most cases, the 
changed conditions in the kidneys 
were closely associated with changes 
{n the heart and blood vessels. 

Although nearly 100 years have 
passed since Bright’s day, his studies 
were so thorough and his reasoning 
was so accurate that little has been 
added to his description of the dis- 
ease that bears his name, The thou- 
sands of physiclans who have fol- 
lowed him have principally devoted 
themselves to attempting to classify 
the many and varying forms of this 
disease. 

To the layman any form of kidney 
disease Is Bright’s disease. As a mat- 
ter of fact this term should only be 
applied to those forms in which a dis- 
eased condition of the kidneys is as- 
sociated with swelling of the feet and 
legs, later, perhaps, of the abdomen, 
face and even the whole body and 
also with the presence of albumen In 
the urine. 

There are, of course, many other 
diseases of the kidneys. Pus germs 
carried by the blood from the teeth, 
the tonsils or any other part of the 
body may lodge in the kidneys and 
cause an abscess. Stones may form 
in the kidneys and cause much pain 
and irritation. Poisons such as lead 
mercury or other metallic poisons ma} 
affect the kidneys. Tumors may de- 
velop in them. They may be poisoned 
as the result of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, mumps or other contagious 
diseases. They are kidney diseases, 
it 1s true, but they are not -Bright’s 
@isease.

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Sensible Summer Suggestions 


“Change and rest are the essentials of a 
vacation,” says the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health; change from the 
everyday surroundings and routine duties 
of the other weeks of the year.

That closer spacing of cotton plants in the 
row tends to increase yields and reduce 
weevil damage has been demonstrated by 
five summers of experimental work at the 
Cotton-Breeding Field Station at Greenville.
